“Very heavy and concentrated ’’ 
was the description given to the 
attack by the Ministry, which also 
spoke of flames ploughing across 
the centre of the target, volumes of 
dense smoke, swirling 15,000 feet 
into the sky, and great fires visible 
from the Dutch coast. 

Fourteen bombers are missing. 

United States Flying Fortresses 
and Liberators, in daylight on 
Saturday, attacked Lorient and the 
docks at Brest. Announcing that 
the raid took place in favourable 
weather during the afternoon, the 
British Air Ministry and United 
States 8th Army Air Force -Head- 
quarters state that in spite of strong 
fighter opposition and intensive flak;

For Waterford 
‘City’s Dead 


‘From Our Own Reporter. 


While seventeen of their relatives 
were lying injured in hospital. the 
nine: victims of the unusual accident 
in Waterford on oh rasa last, when 
the collapse of portion of the prison 
wall wrecked seven houses, were 
taken to graveyards in the County 
Kilkenny, and buried with public 
honours on Saturday last. 

For two hours while a mile-long 
procession, led by the local clergy, 
passed along the quays, every shop 
in the city was shuttered, and blinds, 
were drawn in virtually every house. 
The usual Saturday bustle was 
stilled, and only the peals of church 
bells broke a strange silence. 

Eight hearses—the greatest number 
that the city could  saáonnaiheoa a 
motor car carried the remains of 
the: seven young people and two 
men—among them a baby of two and 
a half years, an. eleven years old 
sister and brother, the fathers of two 
families, and four members of one 
family—between lines of military 
with arms reversed. Behind the last 
hearse a group of a dozen penn 
brothers an sisters 0 the 
dead, who had escaped’ with-

At a protest meeting in Dublin 
yesterday, Mr. T. Condon, Co. 
Councillor, said that the candidate 
mentioned for the post at present 
had a salary in excess of that 
attached to the post of Professor 
of Education. 


Mr. W. J. Williams himself, who 

has been proposed for the position, 
in his capacity as Clerk of Convo- 
cation, has sent out ‘the circulars 
calling to-morrow’s meeting. 
First two motions on the agenda 
deal with the “Williams Case.” 
Tabled by two U.C.D. graduates— 
Messrs. T. Flynn, M.A., and Edward 
de Hoir, M.A.—they are in Irish, 
and are to the. effect that Convoca- 
tion, “in view ofthe importance 
o. the Irish language as =a 
fundamental part of the nation- | 
ality of the country and 
especially on account of its educa- 
tional importance,” calls on the 
Senate of the National University of 
Ireland to appoint to the Chair of 
Education at .C.D. only a person 
who is capable of lecturing through 
the medium of the “ national 
language,” and further calls on the 
Senate to make it possible by the 
1945-46 academic session at the 
latest for undergradtiates-.to “dó.” 
a Degree in Education completely 
through the medium of "Irish. 

Mr. Eamon de Valera is not 
expected to attend, but it is under- 
stood that he has been kept:informed 
of the “criéis” in view of his pos- 
sible presence in the chair at the 
N ag Senate meeting on Thursday 
next. 

Many. Convocation meetings of 
recent years have fallen through for 
lack of a quoram (of 40 graduates), 
but this will probably be exception.
